PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ETHICS ORDINANCE 

Section 2.14 of the Cook County Ethics Ordinance (04-0-18) shall be amended by the addition of a new 
subsection (f) set forth below: 

2.14 Limitations of Contributions to Candidates and Elected Officials 


(a) No person who has done business with the County within the preceding four years or is 
seeking to do business with the county shall make contributions in an aggregate amount 
exceeding $1,500 (i) to any candidate for County office or elected County official during 
a single candidacy; or (ii) to an elected official of the government of the County during 
any non-election year of his or her term. The combined effect of these provisions is 
intended to pennit total contribution up to but not exceeding $3,000 in a year in which a 
candidacy occurs. A year for purposes of this Section is from January 1 to December 31 
of each year. 

(b) For purposes of subsection (a) above, an entity and its subsidiaries, parent company or 
otherwise affiliated companies, and any of their employees, officers, directors and 
partners who make a political contribution for which they are reimbursed by the entity or 
its affiliates shall be considered a single person. However, nothing in this provision shall 
be construed to prohibit such an employee, officer, director or partner from making a 
political contribution for which he is not reimbursed by a person with whom he or she is 
affiliated, even if that person has made the maximum contribution allowed under 
subsection (a). 

(c) Any contributions made under this Section shall be reported as required by the Election 
Code, 10 ILCS 5/1-1 et. seq. 

(d) For purposes of subsection (a) above, “done business” or “doing business” means any 
one or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the 
County or any County agency in excess of $10,000 in any twelve consecutive months. 

(e) For purposes of subsection (a) above, “seeking to do business” means taking action 
within the past six months to obtain a contract or business with the County when, if such 
action were successful, it would result in the person doing business with the County as 
defined in subsection (d) above. 
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(f) Employees of the Cook County Office of the Inspector General, the Cook County Office 
of the Auditor, the Cook County Office of Contract Compliance, and the Cook County 
Board of Ethics, and appointed members of the Cook County Board of Ethics, are 
prohibited from making any political campaign contribution to any elected official of 
Cook County or candidate for County office. Elected officials of Cook County and 
candidates for County office shall not accept or receive any contributions in violation of 
this subsection ffl. For purposes of this subsection (f). elected officials of Cook County 
shall include the President and Members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
the Cook County Assessor, the Commissioners of the Board of Review, the Cook County 
Clerk, the Clerk of the Circuit Court for Cook County, the Cook County Recorder of 
Deeds, the Cook County Sheriff, the Cook County State’s Attorney, and the Cook County- 
Treasurer. Elected officials shall not include members of the judiciary. 

This amendment shall be effective upon passage. 


Commissioner Claypool, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment be approved and adopted. 

Following discussion, Commissioner Steele, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved that the Proposed 
Ordinance Amendment be referred to the Committee on Finance. (Comm. No. 275466). The motion 
carried.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
COUNTY OF COOK 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDIN G TH - E -R ETA I L SALE OF CIGARETTES 
TO PROVIDE FOR A TAX ON TOBACCO 
(AS AMENDED) 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, section 
6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule powers, the Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted an 
Ordinance to provide for a tax on the retail sale of cigarettes (“Retail Sale of Cigarettes Tax Ordinance”) 
on June 1, 1980 and has adopted subsequent amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County retail cigarettes tax has been at the same rate since 2004; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners wishes to raise the tax imposed upon the retail 
sale of cigarettes and to expand the Ordinance to include a tax on tobacco products within Cook County 
in order to discourage the use of tobacco by residents of Cook County and to decrease the illegal 
consumption of tobacco by juveniles; and 
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WHEREAS, Cook County expends significant resources in the treatment of tobacco related illnesses; 
and 

WHEREAS, for the protection of the public health, safety, comfort and welfare and pursuant to its home 
rule authority, the Cook County Board of Commissioners chooses to amend the Retail Sale of Cigarettes 
Tax Ordinance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

The Ordinances and Resolutions of Cook County, Chapter 13, entitled Fiscal Matters and Taxes, is 
hereby amended as follows: 

Section 1. Short Title - Definitions 

This Ordinance may be cited as the Cook County R e tail Sal e of Cigar e tt e s Tobacco Tax Ordinance. 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words, terms or definitions are used 
herein, they shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this Section: 

“Chewing tobacco” means any leaf tobacco that is not intended to be smoked. 

"Cigar" Any roll of tobacco wrapped in leaf tobacco or in any substance containing tobacco (other than 
any roll of tobacco which is a cigarette as defined in this Ordinance). 

"Cigarette" means any roll for smoking made wholly or in part of tobacco, irrespective of size or shape 
and whether such tobacco is flavored, adulterated or mixed with any other ingredient, or not, and the 
wrapper of which is made of paper or any other substance or material except tobacco. 

"Department" means the Department of Revenue within the Bureau of Finance of the County of Cook. 

“Director" means the Director of the Department of Revenue. 

"Manufacturer" means any person who makes or fabricates cigarettes ,-or pack s and/or tobacco products 
and sells them in packag e s . 

"Package" means the original packet, box i tin or container whatsoever used to contain and to convey 
cigarettes and/or tobacco products to the consumer. 

"Person" means, any natural person, trustee, court appointed representative, syndicate, association, 
partnership, firm, club, company, corporation, business trust, institution, agency, government corporation, 
municipal corporation, district or other political subdivision, contractor, supplier, vendor, vendee, 
operator, user or owner, or any officers, agents, employees, or other representative, acting either for 
himself or for any other person in any capacity, or any other entity recognized by law as the subject of 
rights and duties. The masculine, feminine, singular or plural is included in any circumstances. 

“Pipe Tobacco" includes any tobacco which, because of its appearance, type, packaging or labeling is 
suitable for use and likely to be offered to. or purchased by. consumers as tobacco to be smoked in a pipe. 
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"Retail Tobacco Dealer" means any person who engages in the business of selling cigarettes and/or 
tobacco products in the County of Cook to a purchaser for use or consumption and not for re-sale in any 
form. 

“Roll-vour-own tobacco" includes any tobacco which, because of its appearance, type, packaging or 
labeling is suitable for use and likely to be offered to. or purchased by. consumers as tobacco for making 
cigarettes. 

"Sale," "Re-Sale," "Selling" means any transfer of ownership or possession, or both, exchange or barter, 
conditional or otherwise, in any manner or by any means whatsoever for a valuable consideration. 

"Smokeless tobacco" includes any snuff, chewing tobacco, or other tobacco products not intended to be 
smoked. 


"Snuff' means any finely cut, ground or powered tobacco that is not intended to be smoked. 

"Stamp" means paper or other material with an imprint or decalcomania device thereon, of such size, 
design, color and denominations as may be prescribed and procured by the Department which, when 
affixed to a package of cigarettes, shall evidence payment of the tax thereon, as provided by this 
Ordinance. 

"Tobacco Products" includes but is not limited to any cigars: cheroots; stogies; periques; granulated, plug 
cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other smoking tobacco: snuff or snuff flour; cavendish: plug and twist 
tobacco: fine-cut and other chewing tobaccos; shorts: refuse scraps, clippings, cuttings, and sweeping of 
tobacco: and other kinds and fonns of tobacco, prepared in such manner as to be suitable for chewing or 
smoking in a pipe or otherwise, or both chewing and smoking; but does not include cigarettes or tobacco 
purchased for the manufacture of cigarettes by cigarette wholesale tobacco dealers and manufacturers as 
defined in this Ordinance. 


“Unit" means any division of quantity that may be used as a standard to measure the quantity sold based 
on length, width, weight such as pounds, ounces and/or grams or volume or some other similar unit of 
measure, including but not limited to per item. 

"Use" means any exercise of a right or power, actual or constructive, and shall include but is not limited 
to the receipt, storage, or any keeping or retention for any length of time, but shall not include possession 
for sale by a retail or wholesale tobacco dealer as defined in this Ordinance. 

"Wholesale Tobacco Dealer" means any person who engages in the business of selling or supplying 
cigarettes and/or tobacco products to any person for re- sale in the County of Cook. For the purposes of 
this Ordinance, wholesale tobacco dealers also include tobacco retailers who are licensed with the State of 
Illinois (35 ILCS 143/10-20). 

Section 2. Cigarette Tax Imposed - Stamps - Tax Collection 

(a) A tax at the rate of fifty one hundred (50 100 mils) or five ten cents ($ - .0 5 $.10 ) per cigarette is hereby 
imposed upon all cigarettes possessed for sale and upon the use of all cigarettes within the County of 
Cook, the ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of said tax to be borne by the consumer of said 
cigarettes. The tax imposed hereby at the rate of fifty one hundred (50 100 mils) or five ten cents ($.05 
$.10) per cigarette shall become in force and effect on Apr ft - l-;- 2Q0 4 March 1.2006 . The tax herein levied 
shall be in addition to any and all other taxes. 
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(b) The tax imposed in this section 2 h e r e in l e vi e d shall be paid by purchase of tax stamps from the 
Department, except as otherwise provided in Sections 4—9 12 (a) and (b) of this Ordinance. It shall be the 
duty of every wholesale tobacco dealer, before delivering or causing to be delivered any cigarettes to a 
retail tobacco dealer in the County of Cook to purchase from the Department a tax stamp for each 
package of cigarettes and to cancel said stamps prior to the delivery of such cigarettes to any retail 
tobacco dealer in the County of Cook. Said stamps shall be affixed and cancelled in the manner 
prescribed by rules and regulations of the Department. Any stamp which is defective or unused may be 
returned to the Department by a wholesale tobacco dealer, who shall thereafter be credited or reimbursed 
with the amount paid to the Department for such stamps. 

(c) Any wholesale tobacco dealer who shall pay the tax levied by this Ordinance to the Department shall 
collect the tax from any retail tobacco dealer to whom the sale of said cigarettes is made, and any retail 
tobacco dealer shall, in turn, then collect the tax from the purchaser of said cigarettes. The tax shall be 
paid to the person required to collect it as trustee for and on account of the County of Cook. 

(d) It shall be unlawful for any retail tobacco dealer to purchase cigarettes from any person unless each 
package bears an unmutilated tax stamp affixed thereto and cancelled thereon in the manner required by 
this Ordinance and the rules and regulations of the Department. Possession by said a retail tobacco dealer 
of cigarettes having no stamp affixed and cancelled ( e xc e pt cigar e tt e s in th e poss e ssion or control of a 
r e tail tobacco d e al e r at any tim e from Jun e 1, 19 8 0, through Jun e 30, 19 8 0, th e tax on which has b ee n 
paid to th e County Coll e ctor, tog e th e r with a sworn affidavit of th e numb e r of cigar e tt e s in th e r e ta i l 
tobacco d e al e r's poss e ssion or contro l at th e start of busin e ss on Jun e 1, 1 98 9 } shall give rise to the priina 
facie presumption that such cigarettes are possessed by him in violation of the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 3. Rul e Making Tobacco Products Tax Imposed - Tax Collection 

(al A tax at the rates and units of measure stated below is hereby imposed on all tobacco products 
possessed for sale and upon the use of all tobacco products within the County of Cook, the ultimate 
incidence of and liability for payment of said tax to be borne by the consumer of said tobacco products. 
The tax imposed on tobacco products pursuant to the units of measure and tax rates stated below shall 
become in force and effect on June 1,2006. The tax herein levied shall be in addition to any and all other 
taxes. 


Tobacco Product Tax Rate 

Cigars $0.10 Per Cigar 

All other Tobacco Products; 

(i) Smoking Tobacco $0.50 Per Ounce or any fraction 

thereof 

( Pipe and Roll Your Own Tobacco) 

(ii) Smokeless Tobacco $0.25 Per Ounce or any fraction 

thereof 

(Snuff. Chewing and all other smokeless 
tobacco products! 

(bl The tax imposed in this Section 3 shall be collected by each wholesale tobacco dealer who sells 
tobacco products to: 
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(i) a retail tobacco dealer doing business in Cook County; or 

(ii) any person who purchases tobacco products directly from a wholesale tobacco dealer for sale or 
re-sale or delivery in Cook County: or 

(iii) another wholesale tobacco dealer doing business in Cook County that is not holding a valid 
registration certificate. 

(c) If a retail tobacco dealer shall receive tobacco products upon which no tax has been collected by the 
wholesale tobacco dealer then the retail tobacco dealer shall collect such tax and remit it directly to the 
Department within thirty 130) days of the receipt of such tobacco products. 

Section 4. Internet. Mail Order and Outside-of-Countv Purchases 

With respect to cigarettes or tobacco products purchased over the internet, by mail order or outside the 
County, if the tax on cigarettes and tobacco products which is imposed pursuant to this Ordinance, as 
amended, has not been paid by a wholesaler or retailer prior to use or possession of the cigarette or 
tobacco product by a person within the County of Cook, such person shall be obligated to make payment 
of the tax directly to the Department. Within 30 days of purchase, such person shall file a return with the 
Department of Revenue and pay the tax due under this Ordinance, as amended. 

Section 5. Failure to File a Return and/or Pay Tax 

In case of failure to file a tax return and pay this tax when due the Department may assess penalties and 
interest as provided for in the Cook County Unifonn Penalty. Interest and Procedures Ordinance. 

Section 5 6. Rule Making 

Th e D e partm e nt shall mak e and publish in pamphl e t form, for distribution to th e public, rul es a nd 
r e gulation s-a ppropr i at e to and i n furth e ranc e of th e purpos es of this Ordinanc e . 

(a) The Department shall prescribe reasonable rules, definitions, and regulations necessary to carry out the 
duties imposed upon it by this Ordinance. Such rules, definitions, and regulations shall include, but not 
be limited to. reasonable procedures consistent with existing practices of wholesale tobacco and retail 
tobacco dealers for collection and remittance of the tax herein levied. 

(b) The Department may appoint wholesale tobacco dealers and any other person within or without the 
County of Cook as agents for the tax herein levied. The Department is hereby authorized to grant a 
commission not exceeding one-half of one percent (0.5%) of the tax due to the County of Cook to such 
agent for services rendered in connection with the tax herein levied in Section 3. provided said tax is 
remitted, in full, by the due date. 

(c) Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance every wholesale tobacco dealer doing 
business in the County of Cook shall file with the Department, on forms prescribed by it. a sworn 
inventory of cigarettes in their possession or control on March 1. 2006, With said inventory, the 
wholesale tobacco dealer shall pay to the Cook County Collector the taxes due, including any additional 
taxes due as a result of this Ordinance, as amended, with respect to all stamped cigarettes which were in 
such wholesale tobacco dealer's possession on March 1.2006. 

(d) Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance every retail tobacco dealer doing 
business in the County of Cook shall tile with the Department, on forms prescribed by it. a sworn 
inventory of cigarettes in their possession or control on March 1, 2006. With said inventory, the retail 
tobacco dealer shall pay to the Cook County Collector the taxes due, including any additional taxes due as 
a result of this Ordinance, as amended, with respect to all cigarettes which were in such retail tobacco 
dealer's possession on March 1,2006, 
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(e) Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance every retail tobacco dealer doing 
business in the County of Cook shall file with the Department, on forms prescribed by it. a sworn 
inventory of tobacco products in their possession or control on June 1. 2006. With said inventory, the 
retail tobacco dealer shall pay to the Cook County Collector the taxes due, including any additional taxes 
due as a result of this Ordinance, as amended, with respect to all tobacco products which were in such 
retail tobacco dealer’s possession on June 1.2006. 


Section 4 7. Cigarette Tax Stamps - Agents - Used and Unused Stamps 

(a) The Department shall contract for and furnish tax stamps of such denominations and quantities as may 
be necessary for the payment of the tax imposed on cigarettes by this Ordinance, and may, from time to 
time, provide for the issuance and exclusive use of stamps of a new design and forbid the use of stamps of 
any other design. 

(b) The Department may appoint wholesale tobacco dealers of cigarettes and any other person within or 
without the County as agents to affix stamps to be used in paying the tax hereby imposed on cigarettes 
and said agent is hereby authorized to appoint other persons in his employ who are to affix said stamps to 
any cigarettes under his control in the manner prescribed by the rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Department. Whenever the Department shall sell, consign or deliver to any such agent any such stamps, 
such agent shall be entitled to receive compensation for his services and expenses in affixing such stamps, 
and to retain use of the monies to be paid by him for such stamps as a commission. The Department is 
hereby authorized to prescribe a schedule of commissions not exceeding five percent allowable to such 
agent for affixing such stamps. Such schedule shall be unifonn for each type and denomination of stamp 
used and may be on a graduated scale with respect to the number of stamps purchased. The Department 
may, in its discretion, permit an agent to pay for such stamps within thirty (30) days after the date of sale, 
consignment, or delivery of such stamps to such agent, provided a bond or bank letter of credit 
satisfactory to the Department and approved as to form and legality by the State’s Attorney shall be 
submitted by said agent to the Department, in an amount equal to the value of such stamps. The 
Department, with approval from the State’s Attorney, shall issue regulations pursuant to Section 4 6 
regarding the use of such bonds or bank letters of credit. 

(c) The Department may redeem unused tax stamps lawfully on the possession of any person. No person 
shall sell or offer for sale any stamp issued under this Ordinance, except by written permission of the 
Department. The Department may prescribe rules and regulations concerning refunds, sales of stamps 
and redemption under the provisions of this Ordinance. 


Section 5 - 8. ( r e p e al e d) Sworn I nv e ntory Registration of Wholesale Tobacco Dealers 

Within t e n days aft e r th e e ff e ctiv e dat e of this Ordinanc e e v e ry r e tail tobacco d e al e r doing busin e ss in th e 
County of Cook shal l- fil e with t ire Bur e au of Admin i stration, on forms pr e scrib e d by th e Bur e au, a - sworn 

i nv e ntory of a l l packag e s of cigar e tt e s in his poss e ssion or control (at th e start of busin es s on Jun e 1, 

19 8 0). With said inv e ntory, - t h e r e tail tobacco d e al e r s hall pay to th e County Tr e asur e r th e tax e s for all 
packag e s of cigar e tt e s which do not b e ar a stamp or for which a - t a x - h as not b ee n-pa i d a s r e quir e d by this 
Ordinanc e . 
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A person commencing business as a wholesale tobacco dealer within Cook County after the adoption of 
this Ordinance, as amended shall register with the Department within twenty (20) days after the effective 
date of this Ordinance or commencement of business. On or before the last day of each month, every 
wholesale tobacco dealer of tobacco products other than cigarettes shall file with the Department of 
Revenue a remittance return and remit all tax due for the preceding calendar month. The return shall be 
postmarked on or before the last day of the month for which the return is due. Each return shall be used 
to report the sales of tobacco products and shall be accompanied by a remittance of the appropriate 
amount of tax applicable to the sales reported. The remittance shall be made payable to the Cook County 
Collector. 

Section 6 9. (r e p e al e dHflsp e ction Tax Free Sales 

Th e Bur e au of Administration or any p e r s on c e rtifi e d by th e Bur e au as a d e puty or r e pr e s e n ta t ive- may 
e nt e r the pr e mis e s d uring norma l bus i n e ss hours of any whol e sal e or r e tail tobacco d e a le r for insp e ction 

and e xamination of prop e rty, inv e ntory, hook s a nd r e cords for th e prop e r administration of this Ordinanc e 

and e nforc e m e nt of th e coll e ct i on of tir e- tax impos e d. It is unlawful for any p e rson to pr e v e nt, hind e r or 
int e rf e r e with th e Bur e au of Administration or its d u ly authoriz e d - d e puty or r e pr e s e ntativ e in th e 
d i s charg e of h is- dut -ie s in th e e nforc e m e nt of this Ordinanc e . 

Wholesale tobacco dealers doing business in Cook County shall not pay or collect a tax with respect to 
cigarettes and/or tobacco products which are otherwise subject to the tax when the cigarettes and/or 
tobacco products are being sold to the following: 

(a) Another wholesale tobacco dealer holding a valid Cook County tobacco wholesalers 
registration certificate; and 

(b) A wholesale tobacco dealer or a retail tobacco dealer in the event, the selling wholesale 
tobacco dealer, or its agent, delivers the cigarettes or other tobacco products to a location 
outside of Cook County. 

Section T FO. R e cord of D e liv e ri es— Quart e rly Cigar e tt e Tax R e turn Books and Records to be Kept 

(a) “Records of Deliveries'’ At the time of delivering cigarettes to any person doing business in the 
County of Cook, it shall be the duty of every wholesale tobacco dealer to make a true triplicate invoice, 
numbered serially, showing the date of delivery, the number of packages, the number of cigarettes 
contained therein in each shipment of cigarettes delivered, and the name of the purchaser to whom 
delivery is made and shall retain one legible copy of the same for a p e riod of thr ee y e ars subj e ct to the use 
and inspection of the Department for the period of time as provided for in the Cook County Uniform 
Penalty. Interest and Procedure Ordinance. 

(b) “Quarterly Returns” A sworn quarterly cigarette tax return shall be filed by said wholesale tobacco 
dealer with the Department, on forms prescribed by the Department. The dates upon which said quarterly 
returns are to be filed shall be provided by rules and regulations promulgated by the Department. 

(c) "Other Books and Records" It shall be the duty of all Wholesale Tobacco Dealers. Retail Dealers and 
Persons required by this Ordinance to collect and/or to pay the taxes herein imposed to keep and maintain 
all books, papers and records related to all transactions taxable under this Ordinance and to make such 
records available to the Director on request for inspection, audit and/or copying during regular business 
hours. Books, papers and records which relate to a return filed or required to be filed with the 
Department shall be kept for the period as provided for in the Cook County Uniform Penalty. Interest and 
Procedures Ordinance. The burden shall be on the tax collector and tax paver to keep records which 
verify the basis for any and all transactions which are claimed to be exempt from taxation pursuant to 
Section 9 of this Ordinance. 
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Section % Tl. Counterfeit or Altered Tax Stamps 

Every person who shall falsely make, alter, forge or counterfeit any tax stamp, or who, with intent to 
defraud the County, shall affix or cause to be affixed any counterfeit or altered stamp to any package of 
cigarettes, knowing said stamp to be counterfeit or altered , shall be guilty of a class B misdemeanor, in 
addition to any other criminal penalties which may be applicable under Illinois or federal law charg e d 

w i th forg e ry und e r th e Ill i nois Criminal Cod e and shall b e subj e ct to pro se eufion - fer s uch a crim e. 


Section 9 12 . A l t e rnativ e Provision for Single State and County Stamp - Monthly Tax Return 

(a) Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 2(b) and (d), and 4 7(a) of this Ordinance, the Department 
may provide by regulation that the tax imposed by this Ordinance shall, in the alternative, be collected by 
means of the issuance and sale of a single tax stamp to be prepared jointly with the Department of 
Revenue of the State of Illinois (and/ or the City Comptroller of the City of Chicago) evidencing the 
payment of the tax imposed by this Ordinance. Toward that end, the Department may make such 
arrangements and agreements with the Department of Revenue of the State of Illinois ( and/ or the City 
Comptroller of the City of Chicago)as may be required with respect to the method of acquiring, affixing, 
canceling and the manner of sharing the cost of such joint single tax stamps, and may establish procedures 
for payment of that portion of the tax revenue collected by the Department of Revenue of the State of 
Illinois (and/ or the City Comptroller of the City of Chicago) due and payable to the County of Cook, in 
furtherance of the purposes of this Ordinance. In the event such alternative method as herein provided is 
utilized, no other method of collecting said tax may be used within the relevant jurisdiction : however, all 
other applicable provisions of this Ordinance shall nevertheless remain in full force and effect. 

(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of 2(b) and (d), 4 2(a) and subsection (a) of this Section 12, the 
Department may provide by regulation that the tax imposed on cigarettes by this Ordinance, in the 
alternative, shall be collected by means of the filing of a sworn tax return to be prepared and filed by 
every wholesale tobacco dealer who sells cigarettes for consumption in the County of Cook. Said return 
shall be filed on a monthly basis and shall contain the same information required by 7(b) of this 
Ordinance. Said return shall be filed with the Department on or before the fifteenth day of each month 
stating such other and further information as may be required by the Department, and said return shall be 
accompanied by a certified check in the amount of the tax due and payable upon such taxable sales made 
by said wholesale tobacco dealer in the County of Cook during the preceding month. In the event such 
alternative method is utilized, no other method of collecting said tax may be used; however, all other 
applicable provisions of this Ordinance shall remain in full force and effect with the exception of the 
necessity of filing a quarterly tax return as provided in 7 10(b) of this Ordinance, which shall not be 
required. 


Section 4fi L5. Mutilation of Tax Stamps 

It is unlawful for any person to mutilate a tax stamp herein required on any package of cigarettes before it 
is sold by a retail tobacco dealer. 
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Section 4-2 J4. Seizure, Sale and Redemption of Untax e d Unstamped Cigarettes 

Whenever the Department or any of its duly authorized representatives shall discover any cigarettes 
subject to any tax provided by this Ordinance upon which said tax has not been paid or the stamps affixed 
and cancelled as herein required, they are hereby authorized and empowered forthwith to seize and take 
possession of such cigarettes together with any vending machine or receptacle in which they are held for 
sale which, except for money contained in such vending machine or receptacle, shall thereupon be 
deemed to be forfeited to the County of Cook. The Department may, within a reasonable time, thereafter, 
by a public notice given at least five days before the date of the sale, sell such forfeited cigarettes and 
vending machines or receptacles at public sale and pay the proceeds to the Treasurer of the County of 
Cook. In the alternative, the Department, shall either destroy or on reasonable notice, may permit the 
person from whom said cigarettes were seized, to redeem the same and any vending machine or 
receptacle seized therewith, by the payment of the tax due together with a penalty of fifty percent (50%), 
thereof, and the cost incurred in such proceeding, provided, however, that such seizure and sale or 
redemption shall not be deemed to relieve any person from fine or imprisonment provided herein for 
violation of any provision of this Ordinance. 

Section 15. Transmittal of Excess Tax Collections 

In the event a person collects an amount in excess of the tax imposed by this Ordinance, as amended, 
which amount is purported to be a collection thereof, and said person fails to return the said excess 
amount to the purchaser who paid the tax, the said person who collected the tax shall account for and pay 
over all such excess amounts to the Department along with the tax properly collected. 

Section 4216. Deposit of Tax Proceeds 

All proceeds resulting from the imposition of the tax under this Ordinance, including penalties, shall be 
paid to the Tr e a s ur e r of th e County of Cook Department .

— R e p e at e d 
off e ns e s - i n e xc e s s of Any person determined to have violated this Ordinance, as amended, on three or 
more occasions within any 180-day period may al s o4> e- pu r>rs habl e- as a shall be subject to prosecution for 
a Class B misdemeano r by incarc e ration in th e Cook Cou n ty D e partm e nt of Cor re ct i ons for a t e rm not to 
e xc ee d s ix month s , und e r th e provisions of th e Illinois Cod e o fo G r hriinal Proc e dur e (Ill.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ETHICS ORDINANCE 

PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, 
Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and pursuant to the authority therein granted, may exercise 
any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, on August 3, 1993, pursuant to its home rule powers, the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County adopted an Ordinance establishing a Code of Ethical Conduct for Cook County officials and 
employees which Ordinance was effective September 1, 1993; and 

WHEREAS, effective November 19, 2003, the General Assembly of Illinois enacted the State Officials 
and Employees Ethics Act, 5 ILCS 430 et seq., (“State Ethics Act”) which establishes a code of ethical 
conduct for all state officers, members of the Illinois General Assembly, and state employees; and 

WHEREAS, the State Ethics Act also provides that within six months of its enactment. Cook County 
shall regulate the political activities of certain officials and employees of Cook County, and the 
solicitation and acceptance of gifts by the offering and making of gifts to officials and employees of Cook 
County in a manner no less restrictive than the provisions of the State Ethics Act; and 

WHEREAS, it is essential to the proper operation of representative government that public officials and 
employees be independent and impartial; that public office and employment not be used for personal gain, 
and that the public have full confidence in the integrity and fair and honest administration of government; 
and 

WHEREAS, public officials and employees serve their government in a fiduciary capacity, and must act 
at all times to avoid conflicts of interest, impropriety, or even the appearance of impropriety; and 

WHEREAS, a Code of Ethical Conduct will assist officials and employees of Cook County to confonn 
their conduct to the highest acceptable standards and to properly discharge their fiduciary duties; and 

WHEREAS, compliance with a Code of Ethical Conduct will improve standards of public service and 
strengthen the confidence of the people of Cook County in their government. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS, THAT THE CODE OF ETHICAL CONDUCT FOR COOK COUNTY IS 
AMENDED AS FOLLOWS: 


ARTICLE II 


CODE OF CONDUCT 
2.12 Political Activity 

(a) No official or employee shall compel, coerce or intimidate any County official or employee 
to make or refrain from making any political contribution. No official shall directly solicit 
any political contribution from his or her employees or the spouses of or immediate family 
living with his or her employees. Nothing in this subsection (a) shall be construed to 
prevent any official or employee from voluntarily making a contribution or from receiving 
a voluntary contribution. 

(b) No employee with contract management authority shall serve on the political fundraising 
committee of any elected official or candidate for County office. 

(c) County employees shall not intentionally perform any prohibited political activity during 
any compensated time (other than vacation, personal, or compensatory time off). County 
employees shall not intentionally misappropriate any County property or resources by 
engaging in any prohibited political activity for the benefit of any campaign for elective 
office or any political organization. 

(d) At no time shall any official or employee intentionally misappropriate the services of any 
County employee by requiring that employee to perform any prohibited political activity (i) 
as part of that employee's County duties, (ii) as a condition of County employment, or (iii) 
during any time off that is compensated by the County (such as vacation, personal, or 
compensatory time off). 

(e) A County employee shall not be required at any time to participate in any prohibited 
political activity in consideration for that employee being awarded any additional 
compensation or employee benefit, in the form of a salary adjustment, bonus, compensatory 
time off, continued employment, or otherwise. 

(f) A County employee shall not be awarded any additional compensation or employee benefit, 
in the fonn of a salary adjustment, bonus, compensatory time off, continued employment, 
or otherwise, in consideration for the employee’s participation in any prohibited political 
activity. 

(g) Nothing in this Section prohibits activities that are otherwise appropriate for a County 
employee to engage in as a part of his or her official County employment duties or 
activities that are undertaken by an employee on a voluntary basis as permitted by law. 

(h) The President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners is prohibited from accenting 
or receiving political campaign contributions from employees of the Cook County Office 
of the Inspector General, the Cook County Auditor, the Cook County Ethics Board and the 
Cook County Contract Compliance Department. 
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Commissioner Claypool, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment be approved and adopted.

As you are aware, when the bid specifications were prepared for the mail order phannacy program, there 
were no historical statistics upon which to project mail order prescription volumes. Since the program 
was new and patient participation was voluntary, the Bureau of Health Services was only able to prepare 
an estimate of what the Bureau thought the volumes would be. In order to not overstate the annual 
contract volumes we advised the prospective bidders that the estimates were not guaranteed and that we 
were not bound by the volumes. This obviously created a risk that was shared by both the County and the 
vendor. As a result, the two bidders responding to the bid specifications, bid a tiered pricing schedule that 
varied based upon annual volumes. The contract with SavRx Chicago, Inc. has an average cost of $8.92 
per prescription filled. This price is based upon 333,000 being filled each year. 

Since the inception of the program, the Bureau of Health Services has seen a steady increase in the 
demand for mail order pharmacy services. In addition, the Bureau has utilized the mail order phannacy to 
reduce the overall demand on the Stroger Hospital of Cook County, Fantus Clinic and the Provident 
Hospital of Cook County outpatient pharmacies by utilizing the mail order service for refill prescriptions. 
This has helped the hospital to keep pace with the growing patient demand and to reduce patient wait- 
times and lines. As a result of the overwhelming success of the program, the Bureau of Health Services 
has achieved the first year estimated prescription volume within the first six months of the contract, and 
are on pace to reach the full contract volume within twenty-four months. 
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In recognition of the rapid increase in volume and the economies of scale that should be enjoyed as a 
result of the increase, we approached SavRx Chicago, Inc. and asked them to reconsider their tiered 
pricing schedule and to request a price reduction. As a result, SavRx Chicago, Inc. has agreed to lower 
and fix the cost at $7.92 per prescription. This represents a $1.00 savings over the current average cost. 
In addition, SavRx Chicago, Inc. has also agreed to retrospectively adjust their monthly billing to reflect 
the new cost for all billing periods beginning with October 2005. 

Therefore, I respectfully request the approval of the above contract modification.

Your Stroger and Cermak Hospitals Subcommittee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met 
pursuant to notice for a public hearing on Thursday, January 26, 2006, at the hour of 11:00 A.M. in 
Meeting Room #2, Lower Level of John H. Stroger, Jr. Hospital of Cook County, 1901 West Harrison, 
Chicago, Illinois. 
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Your Subcommittee has considered the following item: 

1. The purpose of this meeting is to hear testimony from the public on delays that patients of the 
County Public Health Care System may still be experiencing to receive their prescription 
medications. This meeting is for informational purposes only. 

Chairman Maldonado stated that the purpose of this meeting is to hear from patients of the County public 
health care system regarding the wait they experience in receiving their prescription medications. 
Chairman Maldonado further stated that this meeting is for informational purposes only. 

Chairman Maldonado stated that six months ago a public hearing was held to hear from patients of the 
County public health care system regarding the wait they experience in receiving their prescription 
medications, and at that time the Committee stated that their would be a follow-up hearing. Further, 
Chairman Maldonado stated that the Hospital administration has infonned the Commissioners that many 
improvements have been made in regards to the pharmacy crisis. 

Chairman Maldonado stated that first the Commissioners would hear from the patients to see if there is 
consistency with the claims from the administration and the present experience of the patients. Once the 
Commissioners have heard from the patients, the Commissioners will hear from any member of the 
administration. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that he appreciates the public attention that is being focused by Chairman 
Maldonado and the Committee members on this very important problem of public service and customer 
service from the representatives of the Cook County Bureau of Health Services. He has had the 
opportunity to tour Stroger Hospital of Cook County, including the pharmaceutical dispensing facility 
that is part of the hospital complex. A lot of improvements have been made, but continued vigilance is 
going to be necessary to ensure that the County refines the delivery methods to make sure that the bulk of 
those patients who have critical, life-threatening problems and require immediate attention as well as 
those who are routine consumers of prescriptions are given timely service. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri stated that it is important for the Commissioners as public officials to hear how 
things are operating, especially when it comes to something as basic to the provision of heath care and the 
provision of prescriptions. Further, Vice Chairman Silvestri stated that progress has been made with the 
mail order and the pharmacy system; but sometimes the system itself is too big and needs to be reviewed; 
that is what the process here at the hospital is. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri stated that he would like to take the opportunity while being at the hospital 
facility to commend the doctors, nurses and the administrators who do a fine job of providing health care 
to the many residents of the County who need to come to Stroger Hospital of Cook County and use these 
facilities. However, as a footnote, the provision of prescriptions is very key, and very vital to the 
provision of heath care.

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF HEALTH ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the ordinance establishing the Cook County Board of Commissioners as the Cook County 
Board of Health and establishing the Cook County Board of Commissioners as the Cook County Board of 
Health and establishing the Cook County Department of Public Health was originally passed in 1943; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health serves all areas of Cook County except those 
served by a health department certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health and also performs 
functions in areas throughout Cook County to the extent such functions are delegated to the Cook County 
Department of Public Health by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, Chicago, Evanston, Oak Park and Skokie, as well as Stickney Township, are currently 
served by health departments certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, revisions to this ordinance are needed to update references to State law which have changed 
since the Ordinance was initially adopted; and 

WHEREAS, revisions are also needed to better protect the residents of Cook County from new and 
emerging public health threats, such as Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS); and 

WHEREAS, the appearance of SARS and heightened concerns about the responses required by local 
health authorities to potential bioterrorism have resulted in the need to review the local, state and federal 
provisions; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) requested that all local 
health departments have in place SARS plans which include procedures for the rapid and effective 
implementation of measures such as quarantine, isolation of closures of premises as required for the 
protective of the public’s health; and 
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WHEREAS, the proposed revisions provide clearer guidance and authority to the Cook County 
Department of Public Health with regard to immediate public health measures including the issuance of 
emergency regulations and including provisions for Board approval of Department regulations; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed revisions balance the need to protect the public with the need to provide due 
process to individuals who have or who may have been exposed to, dangerously communicable diseases. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT, 

Section 1. The Department of Public Health (Board of Health) Ordinance is hereby amended to 
add the text which shall become Section 5-213, as set forth below:

Department Established 

5-200. The Cook County Department of Public Health (“Department'’) was established pursuant 
to provisions of the Act entitled “An Act in relation to the establishment and maintenance of county and 
multiple-county public health department,” approved July 9, 1943, as amended. 

Board of Commissioners as Board of Health 

5-201. For the purpose of the operation and maintenance of the said Cook County Department of 
Public Health, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County organized and constituted itself as the Board 
of Health of Cook County for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the said Act in a manner 
similar to other acts and duties of the County. The President of the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County is hereby designated and constituted the President of the Board of Health of Cook County. The 
Clerk of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County is hereby designated and constituted Secretary of 
the Board of Health of Cook County. Except as otherwise provided, all references to the “Board" shall 
refer to the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, acting in its capacity as the Board of Health. 
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Mission and Policy 

5-202. It is the mission and policy of this Board to protect and promote the health of the people 
of Cook County and to prevent disease and injury through the activities of the Department as described in 
this Ordinance. It is the further mission and policy of this Board to encourage appropriate collaboration 
between County, local, state and federal officials as well as private health promoting institutions. 

Jurisdiction 

5-203. The Board and the Department shall have jurisdiction throughout the County of Cook 
except within any city, village, or incorporated town, or combination thereof, which is maintaining a 
health department certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health. The Board and Department may 
have additional jurisdiction when acting pursuant to a specific delegation of responsibilities by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 


Board Powers and Duties 

5-204. Within its jurisdiction the Board shall exercise such powers and perform such duties as 
are granted unto it pursuant to applicable statutes, applicable regulations of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, and this Ordinance, including Rules and Regulations adopted pursuant hereto. 

Department Organization 

5-205. Organization of the Department. The President and Members of the Board shall: 

1. Appoint a Chief Executive Officer as the Chief Operating Officer for the Department. 
The Chief Executive Officer shall be qualified as either a Public Health Administrator or as a Medical 
Health Officer and shall possess such qualifications as may be prescribed by the State Department of 
Public Health, and shall have the powers hereinafter provided; 

2. Appoint such other professional employees including, but not limited to, licensed 
physicians, who shall possess such qualifications as may be prescribed by the State Department of Public 
Health for their respective positions; 

3. Appoint such other officers and employees as may be necessary; 

4. Prescribe the powers and duties of all officers and employees, fix their compensation and 
authorize payment of the same and all other Department expenses from the adopted budget for the Cook 
County Bureau of Health Services; 

5. Provide that all employees of the Public Health Unit of the Cook County Bureau of 
Public Welfare, as established on June 21, 1940, in cooperation with the Illinois Department of Public 
Health and the United States Public Health Service, shall continue to be employees in the same in the 
Department of Public Health. (Amend. Ord. 91-0-52; 09-30-91 and 03-0-08, 12-17-02.) 

The Chief of Health Services shall submit recommendations to the President and the Board with respect 
to the items set forth in this Section. 
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Department Powers and Duties 

5-206. The Chief Executive Officer, subject to the control of the Board and to the direction of 
the Chief of Health Services, have charge of the Department's staff and activities and shall delegate 
responsibilities to qualified personnel of the Department as necessary to efficiently carry out the activities 
of the Department pursuant to this Ordinance. The Department shall have the following powers and 
duties: 


1. Enforce and observe all applicable statutes, applicable regulations of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, and this Ordinance, including Rules and Regulations adopted by the 
Department pertaining to the preservation of the public’s health; 

2. Initiate and carry out, at the direction of the Board, programs and activities of all kinds not 
inconsistent with law that may be deemed necessary or desirable in the promotion and protection of health 
and the control of disease or conditions which threaten the public’s health; 

3. Adopt and enforce rules and regulations concerning the promotion and protection of the 
public’s health including, but not limited to, rules and regulations requiring the reporting to the 
Department of circumstances defined by the Department which may result in action by the Department to 
protect the public’s health; or enforce applicable rules and regulations promulgated by other authorities 
having power to make such rules and regulations; 

4. Cooperate with federal and state health authorities to combat new or evolving public 
health threats and, where appropriate, make or adopt public health proclamations, guidelines, bulletins or 
health advice published or promoted, in any fonn, by federal or state health officials pertaining to the 
preservation of the public’s health; 

5. Coordinate the activities of the Department with other County, local, municipal and State 
offices to provide a coordinated response for the control of diseases or conditions which threaten the 
public’s health; 

6. Investigate the existence of any contagious or infectious diseases and take measures 
necessary to investigate the existence and prevent the spread of dangerously contagious diseases 
including, but not limited to, directing the perfonnance of physical examinations and tests, the collection 
of laboratory specimens, the administration of vaccines, medications, or other treatments and the 
observation and monitoring of persons who may have been exposed to a dangerously contagious disease; 

7. Enforce the regulations of the Department and applicable regulations of the authorities 
having the power to make such regulations; 

8. Determine when diseases are contagious or epidemic or when a danger to the public’s 
health exists and order those measures deemed necessary to protect the public’s health including, but not 
limited to, the quarantine or isolation of persons or closure of places when such action is required to 
protect the public’s health, until such time as the condition can be corrected or the danger to the public 
health eliminated or reduced in such a manner that no immediate threat to the public health any longer 
exists. 


9. Make all necessary sanitary and health investigations and inspections; 

10. Investigate and cause to be abated nuisances affecting the public health with all 
reasonable promptness in accordance with applicable law, including this Ordinance; 
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11. Upon request, give professional advice and infonnation to all city, village, incorporated 
town, and school authorities on matters pertaining to sanitation and public health; 

12. For any suspected violation of this Ordinance or state law, enter any building, structure or 
premises, according to law, for the purpose of determining whether there is a violation of any of the 
health provisions of this Ordinance or the health provisions of state law; 

13. Cause to be confined, and specify the conditions of such confinement, any person who 
fails to comply with an order of the Department or the Court or who, in the judgment of the Department, 
may not be relied upon to comply with an order of the Department, where such confinement is necessary 
to protect the public health. 

14. Cause to be arrested any person who violates an order of the Department of the Illinois 
Department of Public Flealth. 

15. In a manner consistent with federal and state requirements, as applicable, during an 
occurrence of biological or chemical terrorism or during a declared disaster which threatens the public's 
health, request, and at sites designated by the CCDPH, receive and cause to be distributed pharmaceutical 
and medical supplies from the Illinois Pharmaceutical Stockpile, the Strategic National Stockpile and or 
any additional sources in order to aid the state and local emergency response authorities when local 
resources have been depleted or when the need for additional resources is reasonably anticipated. 

16. During a declared disaster which threatens the public’s health, take such actions as may 
be requested by the President of the Board or his designee in order to protect the health of the residents of 
Cook County. 


Measures Ordered by Department 

5-207.(a) Issuance of Orders; Court Petitions. The Department may order measures it deems 
necessary to protect the public’s health including, but not limited to, an order requiring that a person or a 
group of persons be quarantined or isolated or that a place be closed and made off limits to the public. 
Such orders shall be issued with the consent of the person(s) or owner of the place affected or upon the 
prior order of a court of competent jurisdiction. If, in the judgment of the Department, immediate action 
is required to protect the public health, the Department may order, on an immediate basis without prior 
consent or court order, measures it deems necessary to protect the public’s health including, but not 
limited to, an order requiring that a person or a group of persons be quarantined or isolated or that a place 
be closed and made off limits to the public, until such time as the condition can be corrected or the danger 
to the public health eliminated or reduced in such a manner that no immediate threat to the public health 
any longer exists. In addition to other circumstances in which such orders are appropriate, the 
Department may order that an individual be quarantined or isolated in order to prevent the spread of a 
dangerously communicable disease when an individual refuses or fails to submit to measures required by 
the Department in order to investigate whether a person is or may be infected with or capable of 
communicating a dangerously communicable disease. In the event of an immediate order issued without 
prior consent or court order, the Department shall, as soon as practicable thereafter, obtain the consent of 
the person or owner or file a petition requesting a court order authorizing the continuation of the order of 
the Department. Pending a court order on the matter, all Department orders shall remain in full force and 
effect until lifted by the Department. The County shall make payment of reasonable attorneys’ fees, if 
ordered by the Court, with respect to the representation of indigent persons who object to a Department 
order. 
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5-207.(b) Enforcement of Orders. A health care provider licensed in Illinois and a law 
enforcement officer with proper jurisdiction shall be authorized to enforce orders issued by the 
Department and orders of the Court with respect to public health measures and shall assist the Department 
in enforcing such orders. 

5-207.(c) Regulations. The Department may promulgate rules and regulations as are reasonable 
and necessary to implement and effectuate the provisions of this Section, including rules and regulations 
providing for due process protections. 

5-208. [RESERVEDI 


Petty Cash Account 

5-209. The Cook County Department of Public Health is hereby authorized to set up a special 
account in a bank or depository to be known as “Cook County Department of Public Health-Petty Cash 
Account.” 


Persons Authorized to Draw on Account 

5-210. The Chief Executive Officer, the Department’s Director of Financial Control and a 
Department employee acting in a fiduciary capacity shall be authorized to sign checks drawn on the 
aforementioned “Cook County Department of Public Health-Petty Cash Account” for payment of petty 
cash expenses; provided, however, that all checks so drawn shall be signed by at least two of the three 
persons so authorized to sign. 


Auditing Account 

5-21U The “Cook County Department of Public Health-Petty Cash Account” shall be audited at 
the close of each fiscal year by the County Auditor and a report shall be filed with the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners. (Res. 6-27-60, p.2340.) 

Home Nursing Visits 

5-212. The Cook County Department of Public Health is hereby authorized to coordinate the 
providing of home nursing visits to suburban Cook County. (Res. 6-20-66, p. 2818.) 

Child Day Care Centers Visits 

5-213. The Cook County Departmenl of Public Health is hereby authorized to enter into 
agreements to provide public health nursing consultation services to licensed child day care centers as 
defined in the administrative regulations of the Illinois Department of Children and Family Services 
(1DCFS) at 89 Ill, Adm. Code 377,2 (2005). The Department will provide technical assistance to licensed 
child day care centers at a rate of ninety ($90.00) dollars per service hour to assist these facilities in 
complying with regulatory requirements established by the IDCFS as set forth in paragraph (b) of 
Section 407.210 of the IDCFS Licensing Standards for Day Care Centers as well as to assist these 
facilities in complying with Illinois Department of Public Health and IDCFS standards regarding medical 
reports and childhood immunizations and to provide information regarding the prevention of 
communicable disease. The Chief Operating Officer of the Department shall be authorized to sign such 
agreements on behalf of the County. 

5-214. (RESERVEDI 
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Regulations 

5-215. The Department is authorized to issue rules and regulations in carrying out its duties 
under this Ordinance. With the exception of emergency regulations, all regulations of the Department 
shall be submitted to the Board for approval prior to becoming effective. Upon a determination that the 
public's health will be endangered unless immediate regulatory action is taken, the Chief Executive 
Officer may adopt and enforce emergency regulations of the Department which shall remain in effect 
until the Board has adopted or rejected the emergency regulations or for a period of ninety days, 
whichever is shorter. All regulations adopted by the Department shall be filed with the County Clerk and 
shall be available at the main offices of the Department. 

Ordinance Violations -Punishment 

5-216. (a) Any person who violates the provisions of this Ordinance, or any regulations 

promulgated hereunder, or any Department orders authorized under this Ordinance or under applicable 
law shall be guilty of a Class B misdemeanor and shall be subject to arrest and a tine of $1000 for each 
violation. 


(b) In addition to any other remedies pennitted under this Ordinance, the Department or 
the State's Attorney may file a complaint in the Circuit Court of Cook County to enjoin any person from 
violating the provisions of this Ordinance, or any regulations promulgated hereunder or any Department 
orders provided for under this Ordinance. 

Ordinance as Exercise of Home Rule Authority 

5-217. This Ordinance, as amended from time to time, is promulgated pursuant to the powers of 
the County of Cook as a home rule unit of local government under the 1970 Illinois Constitution, Article 
VII, Section 6, and shall supersede all state statutes to the extent that it may be in conflict with them, 
including without limitation, any of the provisions set forth in 55 ILCS 5/5-25001, et seq., as amended. 

Severability 

5-218. Severability. To the extent that any provision of this Ordinance is determined by a court 
of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such provision shall be severable from the remaining provisions of 
this Ordinance which shall continue in full force and effect. 

Section 2. Effective Date. The amendments set forth in this ordinance shall be effective upon adoption 
by the Board of Commissioners.
